Witness Takes the Stand In His 
Own Behalf. 


STORY OF THE KILLING. 


# Th e Defen d an t Su b jected to a Rig :id 
Cro ss-Ex amin atio n By th e 
Co u n ty Atto rn ey 


The closing hour of yesterday 
afternoon’s session of the criminal 
court was possessed of considerable 
interest to the large crowd of spec­ 
tators, 
for Mrs. 
Ada 
Dowley, 
sometimes 
called 
Dooley, 
the 
woman who was present with her 
daughter, 
Birdie Hayes, 
in the 
Tivoli saloon when Capt. Young 
received his death 
wound, 
was 
placed upon the stand by the de­ 
fense, 
and consumed nearly an 
hour in telling her story to the 
jury. 
. 
The witness is a middle aged 
woman, her dark hair streaked with 
gray, and was plainly but neatly 
attired. 
She wore glasses, and a 
white crocheted shawl was thrown 
over her shoulders. 
She spoke in 
a distinct tone of voice that was 
plainly heard throughout the court 
room— in striking contrast to Jack 
Bratton and J. H. Churchill— and 
created a very favorable impres­ 
sion. How she would conduct her­ 
self under Mr. Steele’s searching 
cross-examination 
caused 
much 
speculation. 
After spelling her name, at the 
request of Mr. Lamm, she said she 
had lived in Sedalia since 1885, 
except three years she spent in 
Salt Lake City. 
She was married, 
her husband being an M. , K. & T. 
blacksmith, and had a daughter 
who had been married and who 
was known as Birdie Hayes. 
Asked if she was living with 
her husband at the time of the 
tragedy, Mrs. Dowley said she was 
n ot; that Mr. Dowley left home 
September 22, 1898, and was not 
here September 
28, 1898, when 
Capt. Young was stabbed. 
She 
admitted 
that she 
was in the 
Tivoli 
saloon 
the 
night 
of 
the 
latter 
date. 
She 
went 
there with her daughter to see 
Mr. Mulford, one of the propri^:- 
tors of the resort, who was waiting 
upon her daughter and had sent 
for them. 
She did not know Mc- 
Manigal. 
She had seen him, but 
did not know him. 
Her husband, 
daughter and herself had gone to 
Mr. Cassidy’s office several times 
to order beer sent to their home, 
and had met McManigal there. 
She had never had any improper 
relations with ^cM anigal, 
nor 
was McManigal ever at her home. 
Witness stated that she and her 
daughter entered the saloon about 
5 o’clock p. m. , going in the back 
way. 
They met Mr. Mulford and 
James H. Churchill. 
Went into a 
wineroom to wait for Mr. Mulford 
until he was off duty, and while 


there Mr, Churchill came in. They 
played cards while waiting for Mr. 
Godley to come on watch to relieve 
Mr. Mulford. 
Mr. Mulford, his 
sister and his sweetheart were in 
another wineroom. 
Witness did 
not see the other women, 
but 
heard them. 
Mr. Mulford left the 
saloon, his sister and sweetheart 
accompanying him. 
Witness did not know what time 
she left the saloon. 
While there, 
she was in the first room on the 
left hand side, coming in from the 
rear. 
The witness and her daughter 
left the saloon after Mr. Mulford 
departed 
They walked around 
the streets for a 
time and then 
returned to the saloon, it being 
about 8 o’clock. 
They went back 
on 
purpose 
to 
get 
a 
glass 
of 
beer, 
and 
not 
for 
the 
purpose 
of 
meeting 
any­ 
body. 
They went in the back 
way, the same as they had done on 
their first visit. 
They met Capt. 
Young and Mr. Boulware there. 
They were at the wineroom door 
as witness and her daughter were 
about to enter one of the rooms, 
but which particular one she did 
not know. 
The barkeeper escortedYoung and 
Boulware back to the wineroom and 
all four took seats at a table. W it­ 
ness sat on the north at the table. 
Young on the east, Mrs. Haj^es on 
the west and Mr. Boulware on the 
south. 
Later, the witness said she 
sat on the east, but, reconsidering, 
she said she was right at first when 
she said she sat on the north. 
They did not sit squarely at the 
table. 
Had the door been opened 
wide she did not know who it 
would have pushed against. 
The 
door was open only six or eight 
inches. 
Witness said beer and soda were 
ordered, 
she 
and 
her 
daughter 
drinking the soda. 
She had not 
seen the men before she entered 
the saloon. 
They remained in the 
saloon something over an hour. 
Drinks were 
brought back four 
times. 
Mr. 
Boulware 
and her 
daughter left the saloon together 
and 
were absent about twenty 
minutes. 
While out, they got a box of 
cigarettes. 
Mrs. 
Hayes said it 
made her sick to drink beer with­ 
out cigarettes. 
Witness saw a pistol on Capt. 
Young, but could not identify the 
one exhibited to her. 
He put his 
hand behind him and brought the 
pistol forth. 
She also saw Capt. 
Young have a dagger, and identi­ 
fied the weapon when shown her 
by Mr. Lamm. 
She had it in her 
hand the night of the tragedy, 
Capt. Young having given it to 
her. 
Witness remembered when her 
daughter and Mr. Boulware came 
in with the cigarettes. 
A little 
afterward someone came through 
the hallway from the rear. 
W it­ 
ness heard a voice between the 
wineroom and the bar. 
It was 
three-fourths of an hour after her 
daughter and Mr. Boulware had 
returned. 
Witness and her daugh­ 
ter drank two glasses of beer and 
two sodas each, while the men 
drank four beers each. 
Witness did not recognize the 
voice she heard between the wine­ 
room and the bar.

got up and went out, pulling the 
door shut as he departed. 
Three minutes later he returned 
to the wineroom, but only stepped 
inside of the door. 
His hand was 
on his 
left breast. 
He turned 
around to the witness and ex­ 
claimed, “ That s— n of a b— h has 
cut me. ” 
Witness said she saw blood on 
Young’s hand. 
Young did not 
say anything more. 
Capt. Boul­ 
ware went out of the wineroom 
after Young came back and said he 
had been cut. 
Boulware did not 
go out before that, except when he 
left in the company of Mrs. Hayes. 
Witness and her daughter soon 
went out of the wineroom. 
Her 
daughter got up and looked out of 
the door, attracted by the voices 
on the outside, but she said there 
was no fuss, and she guessed they 
were only “ josiiing, ” as it was 
“ Mac, ” from Cassidy’s. 
Witness and her daughter then 
left the saloon. 
When the voice 
was first heard in the hall the 
wineroom door was not pushed 
open by anyone. No one put their 
head in the door. 
It was only 
about one-half a minute after the 
cutting before the witness and her 
daughter left the saloon. 
They 
went out the back way. 
Did not 
notice anyone in the saloon proper 
as they were leaving. 
Went east 
through the alley to Lamine street 
and met two persons— one passing 
them and the other meeting them. 
The witness had no idea who the 
persons were. 
Met the first per­ 
son about half way between the 
opera house door and the rear en­ 
trance to the saloon. 
The other 
person passed them at the opera 
house door. Witness’ daughter did 
not 
speak 
to 
either 
one. 
Witness 
did 
not 
see 
Of­ 
ficer 
Wood 
or 
any 
other 
officer at the opera house door. 
Witness and her daughter went to 
Third street and into a poker room 
over Jack Chaney’s, then down the 
back steps and from there home. 
Continuing, Mrs. Dooley said 
she and Mrs. Hayes came down 
town later that night, at the re­ 
quest of Mr. Steele, who sent Of­ 
ficers Allen 
and 
Turner 
after 
them. 
They went to Mr. Steele’s 
office, remained there about an 
hour and then went home. 
The man who passed through 
the hallway of the saloon did not 
make the remark, “ What in the 
hell are you all doing in tliere?” at 
least not so far as the witness 
heard. 
The witness said McManigal had 
never paid any attention to her 
daughter, nor was there ever any 
improper intimacy between them, 
so far as witness was aware. 
Her daughter is at present in 
Colorado, and witness had refused 
to disclose her place of residence 
until the present term of court. 
A t 4 :4c o’clock court adjourned 
until 9 o’clock this morning.
